Sir. 

1 rise to piescnt Die Budget for the year 1989-90, I he 
Budget IS an instrument for achieving the basic objectives of 
planned development which, broadly, aie growth, moderni¬ 
sation, self-reliance and social justice. In each of these aieus, 
we have made substantial progiess. There are clear signs 
of an acceleration in the growth rate of our economy during 
the eighties. The pace of modernisation, particularly in 
industry and infrastructme has increased gieatly because of 
the policies pursued by us for the past few years. The move¬ 
ment towards self-reliance has been maintained by the sus¬ 
tained growth in exports. And most important of all, our 
commitment to the goals of social justice has been demons¬ 
trated in the major initiatives that we have taken in anli- 
poverty and employment programmes and in the fulfihnent of 
essential needs. These long-term objectives piovide the frame¬ 
work within which the Budget for 1989-90 has been foimii- 
lated. 

2. The Annual Budget has to pursue the.se long-term objec¬ 
tives within the context of the short-term economic situation. 
The Economic Survey for the year 1988-89, which was laid 
on the Table of the House a few days ago, deals with the 
economic situation in some Uelnil. I will only liighliglit a 
few key points. 

3. The performance of the Indian econoniv in the past 
few years has shown unmistakable features of strength. The 
first is the resilience of the ecoftomy when confronted with 
the severe disruption caused by drought and floods. Last 
year, my predecessor, when presenting the Budget, tod refer¬ 
red to this and indicated that the gross dome.stlc product 
w'ould grow perhaps by 1 to 2 per cent. 1 am happy to 
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intoiui the House that the latest estimates of economic per- 
toiinance m tne drought year oi 196/-bS indicate that, des- ' 
pile the drought, GUP grew by 3.6 rer cent. ihi.s commen- 
aabie periormance m a year oi drought has been lollowed 
by vigorous growth m the current year and we expect tne 
GUP to grow by 9 per cent or more in real teems. Both 
the rale or giowin of GUP m tne drought year and the pace 
of recovery m the post-drought year, are signhicantly higher 
than tnose in earlier periods of drought. 1 muy add that the 
average growth rate of GDP in the first tour years of the 
Plan w'lU exceed the Plan target of 5 per cent. 

4. Th6 performance in the agricultural sector in these past 
two years gives grounds for hope. Last year, despite the 
severe drought and floods, foodgrains production was 138 
million tonnes, only marginally lower than in the previous 
year, showing that our policies to contain the impact of the 
drought were successful. This year, foodgrains pteduction is 
expected to exceed the target of 166 million tonnes. Oilseeds, 
cotton and sugar production are expected to reach recoivl 
levels. The sector continues to demonstrate a high potential 
for growth. 

5. TUe growth in output in a period of stree-s, the careful 

management of the food economy by the Government, and 
the special measures taken to boost agiicultiiial production and 
provide relief to those affected by drought have ensured that 
inflation, as measured by the Wholesale Price Index, was 
limited to 10.6 per cent in 1987-88. 1'he rate of inflation 
in the current year has been under 5 per cent up to the end 
of January, 1989. Government is concerned about the pres¬ 
sure on prices, but it is a matter of some satisfaction that 
this pressure has been generally lower than in previous 
droughts. Government remains fully vigilant on this crucial 
front and are determined to ensure effective containment of 
inflation. ‘ . ,, 

6. The second encouraging feature of economic perform¬ 
ance in recent years, is the sustained growth of industrial 
sector and improved performance in the field of infrastructure. 
For 4 years in succession, manufacturing output has grown 
by over 8 per cent per year which is a clear vindication of 
the industrial policy of the Government. There is a spirit of 
optimism in industry which is reflected in the generally good 
corporate performance and buoyant conditions in the capital 
market. Electricity generation has increased steadily land the 
plant load factor of thermal plants has gone up fiom fO.l 
per cent in 1984-85 to 56.5 per cent In 1987-88. Targels for 
capacity creation in the power sectot set for the Seve. fh 
Plan are expected to be achieved. In the Railways the quantity 
of freight carried has increased in the first three years of 
the Seventh Plan by an amount as large as the total increase 
over the previous 10 years. More iniportent, there has been 
a steady improvement in productivity over these years. A 
(Particularly we’come feature is the improvement in the per¬ 
formance of the basic materials industries. In the first nine 
months of this year, production of saleeble steel by the 
integrated steel plants rose by 10.1 per cent, of cement b)' 
12 per cent, nitrogenous fertilisers by 26.2 per cent and phos- 
phatic fertilisers by 64.5 per cent when compared with the 
corresponding period last year. 

7. The performance of Central Public Sector Enterprises 
has shown improvement. In the first six months of this year 
the provisional results of 179 operating enterprises show that 
their net profit rose to Rs. 694.19 crores from Rs. 59.79 
crores in the corresponding period of 1987-88. 

8. We are committed to a policy of supporting the grow'th 
of our public sector. However, we recognise that some 
changes are required to ensure a higher level of performance, 
particularly with re.gard to resource generation. With a view 
to granting greater autonomy to public sector entemriscs 
consistent with their accountabilitv', the Government has been 
.signing Memoranda of tlnderstandip'r with 'ome of the Public 
Sector Undertakings, The MOU indicates the resnonsibilitres 
of the enterprise in futfillinc certain physical, financial ond 
social obieotives including resource generation, and of the 
Government, in turn, for supporting the enterprise in fnlfiHinc 
Various objectives and targets set for the enterprise. Eleven 


Public Sector Undertakings sigiifd MO Us with the Govern¬ 
ment for the year 1988-89. Seven more Public Sector Under¬ 
takings will sign MOUs for the year 1989-90. Ihe Govern¬ 
ment has constituted a High Level Committee under the 
Chaiimanship of Cabinet Secretary to evaluate the peiform- 
ance of MOU signing companies and theii administnative 
Ministries ui lulfilhng their obligations under the MOU. 

9. I have releiied to the resilience of the economy and 
the improved growth i;eifovmau:e in industiy and infrastruc¬ 
ture because these are the strciiglhs that will allow us to 
pursue even more vigorously our batie objectives of raising 
the living standards of the poor and strengthening the eco¬ 
nomic independence of our couutry. But i would be failing 
in my duty if 1 do not also draw tbs attention of the House 
to ceitain problem areas. 

10. One aiea that needs more attention is the stimulation 
of savings and the containment of the budget deficit. We 
have always pr.ded ourselves on being a nation wath a high 
savings rate, and our culture has always emphasised the 
virtues of simple living and frugality. Budgetory policy must 
reinforce these viitues of thrift both through positive incen¬ 
tives to stimulate savings and through measures to restrain 
liiMiry consumption. I will iidicate later in the speech the 
specific measures that we propose to lake towards thi; end. 

11. Equally important, and m some sense more significant, 
is the prudent management of public expenditure Sometimes, 
it is assumed that Government expenditure, as commordy 
understood, is all on the wages and salaries of Government 
servants and on goods and seiMCes purchased by the Govern¬ 
ment Departments to fulfil their functions. This is far from 
being the case. In actual fact, the direct consumption expen¬ 
diture of the Central Government on defence and Govern¬ 
ment Administration is less than one quarter of the total 
expenditure. A little under iiie tenth of the Budget is for 
the direct capital expenditure of the Central Government. 
As much a.s two-thirds of the B.idget expenditure leally take 
the form of financial transfers to other spending entities by 
way of interest, subsides, grants, loans, etc. In fact, a signi¬ 
ficant part of what is shown as expenditure in the Budget 
is only the financial intermediation of funds shown as a 
capital receipt on the one side and as expenditure in the 
form of loans or equity investment on the other. 

12. I am drawing attention to the sti'ccture of the expen¬ 
diture side of the Central Budget in order to emphasise that 
the exercise of due prudence is not merely a matter of 
economy instructions regarding staff or travel or purchases. 
That is certainly important. But it is as important, in fact 
even more important, to consider other items of expenditure 
like subsidies, grants and loans, many of winch are embedded 
in specific schemes and programmes. We must ask ourselves 
whether we are getting value for money from these subsi¬ 
dies, .scheme.s and programmes. In many cases the desired 
re'uU coifid be achieved at Ic-ser cost by better targeting 
Consolidation of multiple programmes, greater decentralisa¬ 
tion linked to mobilisation of local resources We will ensure 
that such an evaluation forms the basis for the. schemes/ 
programmes that will form part of the Eighth Plan. 

13. The-balance of payments is another area of concern, 
A certain amount of pressure on external payments is un¬ 
avoidable in a situation where we have urgent needs for 
investment and modernisation which inevitably require expan¬ 
sion of imports. It is for this reason that Government have 
attached high priority to expanding exports to pay for the 
imports the economy needs. Our policies in this regard have 
been successful and in the past two years our exports have 
increased quite rapidly over 25 per cent in 1987-88 and 24 
to 25 per cent in the first nine months of the current financial 
year. But at the same time, the import bill has nlso increared 
rharply, especially so in the first ha’f of this year. This surge 
in the import hill is partly due to the fn.idvrains and edihie 
oil imports necessitated bv last year’s drought and partly to 
the sharp increase in the international prices of metals, che¬ 
micals .and edible oils. Apart from this, our debt repavnionf 
liabilities "ere relatively high. 'T'be limbed nvailahilitv of 
concessionol finance has compelled us 'o increase the share 
of commerc,al liorrowincs, but v/e have tried to keep these 
wllHln Units ifiat am mana'^eiahle We dr not envisage ao) 
difficulty in servicing our external debt. 
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14. The Indian ceonomy hni a g'eal deal of uiideilying 
stienath. The suslaincd giowlh of iiidiit.uial hector and the 
investments made in modelnihation and upgiad.ation t\ill 
show results in terms of higher cxpoits, this in fact is the 
real answer to the balance of payments pioblem, 1 hate 
cvciy hope that the momentum of export growth will be 
sustained and cnlianccd. If necessary, we must he prepared 
to restnain domestic consumption to some extent in certain 
areas in older to release supplies for export. 

l.f. We have lesisted the temptation lo cope wilh the 
Bhort-term dihiculties in onr balance of payments hy ad hoc 
import egulation thiough detailed impOit licensing. Such a 
process would he self-defeating ns it will disrupt the economy, 
inhib.t exports and weaken our attempts at modemrsation 
The composition of our imports has changed greatly during 
lire eighties. In 19K0-81, 65 pier cent of our impoitn consisted 
of a few bulk commodities like foodgiains, edible oils, fer¬ 
tilizers, pctioleum and metals where direct import rogulotion 
through foreign exchange allocations is relatively easy. In 
1987-88, these hulk commodities accoiuitsd for only 33 per 
cent of our imports. l!ie other imports cover a vast I'ange 
of raw materials capital goods, chemicals and industrial com¬ 
ponents, Direct rcgulatton of these through foreign exchange 
allocations is difllcult and could w'ell lead lo delays and in- 
ofhcicncy. ITcncc, the non-bulk import bill has to bo mttnaged 
through more effective irse of indirect instruments. 

16. Lulei ill this speech I will put before you some mea¬ 
sures to discourage low priority imports which go towards 
the consumption of upper income groups. Kit culture based 
consumerism is not the oWective ol our mdutnul "md ii.aJe 
policy and must be discouraged, 

17. Irjdustiidl policy lias an iniporlaiit role lo play in 
.stimukitijig pioduction which can suh.itituie ell'icienlly for 
imports. Towaids this end Ihe Government will ensure that 
domestic production of items which are iniported in substan¬ 
tial quautilj' is maximised and will re-examine and remove 
any restricLioiis which stand in the way. 

18. I.et me now turn to the special thrust areas in thiv 

Budget. 

Anti-Poverty Piogrammcs; 

19. Successive budgets have sought to tackle the basic 
pioblems of poverty and imeraploymont directly, a piocesg 
which has lieen greatly accelerated since 1980-81. In that 
year, actiwl expenditure on rural development, social services 
and food and cloth subsidies amoimled lo Rs. 1,971 crores in 
the Central Hiidgel. The gieater part of tlie c.xpcndituic in 
these areas is for diiectly targeted programmes to improve 
employment and the earning capacity of the poor and of 
VLilr liable groups like scheduled castes and tribes, and weaker 
sections, provide them with basic services like education, 
health-care and water supply, and subsidise some items of 
essenlin) consumption. Tn 1988-89 the Budget Estimates pio- 
vided Rs. 8,652 crores for the same activities. 

20. 1 have not included in this lot.il the expenditure on 
iigriculLiitc and the fertilizer subsidy which has increased fiom 
an actual expenditure of Rs. 1,1791 croies in 1980-81 to a 
Budget provision of Rs. 4,343 crores in 1988-89. 

31. Under the Integrated Ruml Development riogramme 
(IRDP) over 25 million families below the poverty line have 
been assisted lo take up income geneialing activities. The 
lolal investment under this Programme since the beginning 
of the .Sixth Plan has been over Rs. Ten thonsanJ crores. 
includiu.g the term credit provided by the hnanciul inslitutioiis 

27, T .im hippy to infoim the Hon’blc Members (bit undei 
the Ivvin piogrammes of employment generation for the rufhl 
poor, viz. National Rur.tl Employment Progtamme fNREP) 
and Rural Londless Employment Guaiantee Programme 
(RTEGP). 67 croie mandays of employment were penerded 
dtiiiug 1987-88 ns against the target of 5f) croi'e inandavs. 

23 Tlie present sliale.i^ of direct itfack on rural pov^erty 
through Ihe existius nt.ilor propiummcs of sclf-employmcnl 
and wage employniciit will be continued .wd made more cost 
effective. 


24. Employment is the most urgent need of our people. 
Much of the employment growth will come from growth in 
agiiculture and in labour-intensive agro-piocessing indu.stries 
and services. However, a direct attack on the pioblem of 
unemployment is cisential. We, Ihcrefore, propose to give 
a special tliiust lo all programmes of employment genet ation. 
It is proposeil to merge NRFP/RLEGP into a single pio- 
grairme, and to decentralise its implementation. This merged 
progtamme will opcivrlc thioughout the country and will be 
funded 75 per cent by the Centre. 

25. Poverty and unemployment are intense in certain dis¬ 
advantaged regions and existmg employmoiit programmes f.ill 
short of needs. Hence, in addition to the reorganised n.itiomal 
programme it is proposed to launch a new intensive rural 
employment programme which will provide additional funds 
to selected 120 districts which are backward nnd suffer from 
acute unemployment. 

26. In this year when we are celebrating the birth cen¬ 
tenary of Pandit .Tawaharlal Nehru, the circhitecl of modern 
India, there is perhaps no better way of remembering him 
than to intensify our efforts lo remote poverty and unemp¬ 
loyment. This programme is a further major step In that 
direclion. Jt will be named after Panditii to reflect the 
deepest aspiration of our people, 

27. This new programme will allow fuller employment 

opportunities to at least one member of each family living 
below the poverty line. The funds for Ibis scheme will be in 
addition to the provision available to tbe distlict under the 
NREP and RLEGP Piogrammes These funds will be meiped 
and locally useful schemes will be taken up to maximbe 
employment opportunities and the creation of productive 
assets. We hope that the enhancement of the provision for 
employment through this new scheme vvill ensure subslLintial 
improvement in living standards of llte poor and an increase 
in the productive and socially useful assets in these areas. 
The details of the programme will be announced later. The 
provision for this new programme will be Rs. ,500 crores in 
1989-90. Including this, the provision for employment pro¬ 
grammes will be Rs. 1711 crores in 1989-90 1 propose,to 

cover the cost of the new programme basically by mobilising 
ndditional resources from those who already have suhstuntial 
incomes and tbe benefit of gainful employment. I will revert 
to this later in my speech. 

28. We welcome further efforts in this direction by State 
Governments. Recently, the Constitution has been omended 
to raise the upper limit for the profession tax to Rs. 2,.500. 
We urge State Governments to use this enabling nrovis on 
to mobilise additional resouices for expanding employment. 

29. Additional employment will hein poor households In 
raise their standard of living. But in addition n more direct 
effort at improving the condition of women and children is 
necessary. I therefore propose a new programme for tbe free 
lUtiibulion of saris to destitute women. As for children tbe 
ongoing Integrated Child Development Services Programme 
will be greatly expended to cover 500 mote blocks,in addition 
to over 1700 already covered. This programme is aimed at 
laising tbe health, niitiilion and educational status of poor 
children, 

30. The fot.il oLilloy for rural development, social services 
and on food and cloth subsidies will be Rs. 9374 crores in 
this Budget. 

31. The iiuplementiition of .inti-povcrtv and social seivices 

programmes takes place laigcly throuuh Slate Plans. Mnnv 
of these programmes are externally assisted. At present 70, per 
cent of assistance received under externallv idded iimjects 
is made av.iilnble to State Governincnls as additional rentral 
assisl.mce. It is proposed to modify these arrangements to 
enhance the additional central aHsistance made availahle to 
the 'flutes to 100 per cent for a-sistance rcceiicd under ex- 
fcrmlly aided urniertB in the social -crviccs sector. :md for 
programmes which have n diicct bearing on ^Uevia- 

fion This decision will make nvailable substantnllv more 
resoii! ’e" to the Stales than under the prr'ent tirraneeracntr, 
and will facilitate additional iincstmnil'. bv th';m 'P tbe-e 
vital sectors. Sectors which are expected to benefit from this 
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decision are Agriculture, Rural Development, Irrigation, En¬ 
vironment, Health, Family Welfare, Nitrotion, Womenta 
Development, Education, Housing, Water Supply and Urban 
Development. 

Agriculture 

32. Agriculture is the mainstay of our population and a 
priority sector in our Plans. Today the incidence of taxes 
on agricultural outputs and inputs is minimal and in fact 
substantial subsidies are provided both in the Central and 
State Budgets. 

33. As I mentioned earlier, Plan and ncn-Plan expenditure 
on agriculture and the fertilizer subsidy has gone up sharply 
since 1980-81. This year also provision is being stepped up 
and vMil reach a level of Rs. 5173 crores. 

34. Credit is a major input for agricultural production. In 
order to increase the flow of credit to agriculture, the target 
for direct finance to agriculture by public Sector banks, which 
was naised last year from 16 per cent to 17 per cent of their 
total outstanding advances is being further raised to 18 per 
cent to be achieved by the end of 1989-90. With this change 
the total credit to be made available to agriculture by cojn- 
mercial banks, Regional Rural Banks and Cooperative Banks 
will rnciease by over Rs. 4,000 crores in 19i89-90. Hon’ble 
Members are aware that the rate of interest on crop loans 
upto Rs. 15,000 was reduced last year and the reduction varied 
between 1-1/2 per cent and 2-1/2 per cent. With a view 
to extending the scope of relief, the Re'erve Bank of India 
is today issuing instiiuctions reducing the rate of interest 
charged on crop loans between Rs. 15,000 and Rs. 25,000 to 
12 per cent from the existing maximum rate of 14 per cent. 

35. One area of concern is the pace of implementation of 
irrigation projects in the States. In eddition, the gap between 
the potential created and utilisation of irrigation, leaves much 
to be desired. The decision to provide higher additionality for 
external assistance for agriculture and irrigation which I. have 
referred to earlier will add to the funds available for these 
purposes in State Plans. My hope is that this will help in 
ensuring better utilisation of aid funds and quicker completion 
of projects. 

36. The rapid growth in incomes in our rural economy will 
require not merely higher production but also diversification 
of crops, better post-harvest technology, processing of agri¬ 
cultural products into higher value products, etc. 

37. The new Ministry of Food Processing Industries, the 
first of its kind in the developing countries, was established in 
July, 1988 to provide for a dynamic relationshin between the 
farme’- and industry so that there is better utilisation of 
agricultural products, greater addition of value to rural pro¬ 
duce. generation of massive emnloyraent in rural, areas, 
enhancement of the net level of rural incomes and induction 
of modern technology in the processing of food. Another 
objective of the Ministry is to promote utilisation of the large 
scale wastages which take place in the pre and post harvest 
handling of ruits and vegetables, thereby improvin.g the 
econnmit utilisation of food nrduced as well as enhancine 
the nutritional innuts available to the people. Eater in mv 
speech T will indicate some fi.scal incentives to provide a 
greater sfimulns to these industries. 
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39. The National Housing Bank has been established and 
has now become operational. Promotion of a healthy housing 
finance system and providing adequate finance to the housing 
sector arc the principal functions of the Bank. In formulating 
its financing polic.es, the Bank will adopt the motto of the 
small ma.n first. It has accoidingly announced its re-finance 
scheme in lespect of ioans given for low income housing of 
upto 40 square rneiros. Similaiiy, in land development and 
housing projects financed by it. the Bank will ensure that 
not less than 75 per ce^it of the plots to be thus developed or 
ho r .e> to be built, iv ill be for tho- e seeking built-up accommo¬ 
dation upto 40 square metres. 

40. The prospect of owning a house is a major incentive 
for saving. We have, iheiefoie, decided to establish a new 
scheme called the Home Loan Account Scheme which will 
be launched by the National Housing Bank in cooperation 
with scheduled banks. To facilitate participation by all 
segments of the community especially in rnral areas, the 
minimum contribution to the saving scheme is fixed at Rs. 30 
per month or Rs. 360 per aniu'iii. The savings will earn 
interest at 10 per cent per annum. Any individual not own¬ 
ing a house anywhere will be eligible to join the scheme. 
After saving for a minimum period of five years, a member 
will be eligible for a loan equal in amount to a multiple of tifie 
accumulated savings including interest. Specific efforts will 
be made to link up the Home loan Account Scheme with the 
registration for land or house allotment by public agencies. 
1 wfli propose certain tax conces'^ions for these savings. 


Industrial Development 

41. I et me new turn to the industrial sector. I have re- 
fe.ied to the good performance of the industry and infra¬ 
structure sector. We believe that the changes with regard to 
industrial licensing, t'rice and distribution controls and trade 
policy that we have made over the past few years have paid 
Jirli dividends. The underlying theme of these policy changes 
's to promcic both giowth and efficiency by stimulating 
domestic competition, technology acquisition and modernisa¬ 
tion. Our induslrial structure is now very complex. Many 
segments have reached a certain degree of maturity. In this 
s tuation it is po'siblc for us to relax many of our detailed 
regulations and ^’et remain in control over the direction of 
development through a judicious use of fiscal and credit poli¬ 
cies. In furtliei ance of this approach, the Government has 
decided to decontrol the piicing and distribution of cement 
and a'uminium with immediate effect. 

42. Since the partial decontrol of cement from 28th 
February, 1982, the cement industry has witnessed an im- 
pie.ssive growth. The pt.'^duction of cement which was 21.01 
million tonnes in 19S1-S2 is slated to increase to 43.5 mil¬ 
lion tonnes in 1988-89 and 49 million tonnes in 1989-90. 
Over this period, the levy obligation has been progressively 
decreased and a fair price for the levy cement has been 
given. These policies have led to the stoppage of imports 
s'nce 1985. In fact, the country is now in a position to export 
cement. Our long tem strategy 's to increase the production 
to 65 million tonnes hy the end of the Eighth Plan and 87 
million tonnes by the end of the Ninth Plan. At present, the 
levy obligation works out to less than 20 per cent of the total 
output of the industry. It has now been decided that all 
price and distribut’On contiols on the cement industry be re¬ 
moved with effect from l>:t March, 1989. To ensure the avail¬ 
ability ot cement at reasonable prices in the remote and hilly 
regions of the country, a suitable subsidy scheme is being 
worked out. 


Housing 

38. The Government attaches very high priority to housing 
It is an activity that meets a very essential need and that 
is capable of aeneratinu a very substantial volume of emnlov- 
ment. In pursuance of this, the Government has formulated 
a comrirptien^ive National Housing Pol’cy. Tn th<" field of 
houcing finance several new initiatives were taken in 1*588-89. 
The Peservn Bank of India has bbemlised the terms and 
conditions of housing loans. The "Tufe Insurance rornoratlon 
has launched a new scheme known .as BlmK Niwas Yoiana 
which will enable nolicy holders to receive financial assistance 
for purchase or construction of flats. 


43. With the progressive comroissiomng of the National 
Aluminium Company (NALCO), India has made great strides 
in the production of aluminium metal. After achieving 
a record production of 278.000 tonnes in 1987-88, production 
in 1988-89 is estimated to go up by 30 per cent to about 
360.000 tonnes. During 1989-90 aluminium production is 
I'kely to increase by another 20 per cent to reach a level of 
435.000 tonnes. NAT CO 's alir exporting alumina and some 
"iuminium and will earn about Rs. 200 crores in foreign ex¬ 
change during 1988-89. India has thus emerged not only self- 
suflic'enl in aluminium metal but will generate exportable 
surplus in the years ahead. In view of this the Government 
has decided to decontrol the price and distribution of alu¬ 
minium with effect from 1st March, 1989. 
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44 Thtt dispersal of industry to backward areas remains 
a major plank of our industrial policy. The principal barrier 
to indiutrial development in backward areas is the lack of 
intrastructure. Recently, the Government has announced a 
new approach to thi i in the form of the Growth Centre 
Scheme. In the fust phase ul siovvih centres will be taken up 
and pi O', id'd with iiiC.astH ;Une facilities of a high order. I 
have piovided Rs. 20 ctores as the Central contribution for 
this scheme in 1^89-90 Plan and. depend'na; on the pace of 
implementation, this W'l! he enhanced, if necestery. 

45 Let me now turn to rhe operation of capital markets. A 
siibstanlial volume of pcisonal savings now flows through 
the financial ins(/umepts t::'k"d in this market. In fact, the 
breadth and depth of our financial ftructure is an asset that 
we must use to mobilise savings and channel it into produc¬ 
tive directions. Our rural households are showing growing 
interest in investing in bonds, debenture I and shares. How¬ 
ever, the provision regarding ta\ deduction at source is a 
disincentive We have already raised the limit below which 
there will be no tax deduction at source tp Rs- 2,500 for 
dividends I rropoL to do the same for interest payments 
on bonds and debentures. 

46. The flow of sa\ mgs into the Capital Market is directed 
\erv much to fixed interest bonds and debentures. However, 
industrial development also reqvi'e ( risk capital in the form 
of equity. In order to stimulate the flow of personal savings 
into equity, the Government intends to introduce an Equity- - 
Linked Savings Scheme. The Scheme will operate through 
UTl and recognised Mutual Funds and investments will he 
eligible for tax deductions on the basis of net annual addi¬ 
tions to such savings. Details of the Scheme will he announc¬ 
ed dhortly. 

47. The dynamism shown by the industrial sector is to a 
certain extent the result of our effort to stimulate competition. 
However, as the industrial enviroriment becomes more com¬ 
petitive, we will need effective measures for coping with the 
problems of 'ndustrial sickness Some arrangements are in 
plfCe under the Sick In histrial Companies (Special Provisions) 
Act, 1985. llowev'er, it i( necessarv that we take steps before 
this stage of sickness is reached to encourage and stimulate 
potentially sick units to rehnbililate themselves. In order to 
do this, the Government intends to work out an excise relief 
scheme for weak units to provide them with a proportion of 
their exc'se payments as' part of a dWersifleation, modernisa¬ 
tion or rehabilitation package approved by designated Finan¬ 
cial Institutions, 

Other Areas 

48. Let me now turn Ip couple of other aieal where J 
propose, some changes. 

49 The Goveiumeut has beep examining the utility of the 
Gold Control Act to see whether it has served its purpose or 
not and whether it requiies any modification. In the light of 
this exam nation the Goveinment propo Fs to mcdjfy the 
Gold Control Act with a view to keeping a measure of control 
over pjimary gold only. This is expected to benefit hundreds 
of thousands of goldsmiths and artisans who will be able to 
freely conduct their age-old traditionrd profession and provide 
better service to the customers in terms of quality, purity 
and price Fuither this will lead to a boost in the export of 
gold jewellery wh'ch has been stagnant. The details will be 
worked out and necessary legislation w'dl be introduced soon. 

50. I have refened to the need to give a stimuloiis to 
savings and ha' e already reffi-ed to two measures directed 
towards this end—the Home I oan Account Scheme and the 
Fquity linked Savings Scheme. Seveial initiative I in the area 
of small savings ha- e been taken n the recent vears. I am 
happy to report to the Hou'e that the Indira Vikas Patra, 
introduced in 1986 .tnd the Kisan Vikas Patra introduced in 
19S8 are attiacting a substanti ] volume of ("vings. Tlie'C 
two savings instniments do not carry any tax concessions. I 
pioposo to introduce a nev' Nafor.al Savings Certificate Seriet 
Vlll which will carry an interest rate of 12 per cent and 
will be eligible for tax conce'siop under Section 80C but not 
under Section SOL. The existing National Savings Certificates 
Series VI and VII will be thsconlmued. This i( part of the 
piote-s of lationalisation of savings incentives. 


51. I am conscious of the need to protect the savings of 
workers in tire provident fund and their right to gratuity. The 
Employees Providen! Fund Act has been modified to raise 
the minimum contribution to 8-1/3 per cent and this en¬ 
hanced contiibution has talicn effect fi'om 1st August, 1988. 
The Payment oi Giatuily Act has been amended to provide 
Rrr compulbo’ry inbiirnnce of gratuity Labilities or the setting 
up oi a giatiuty fund under income-tax rules where the 
p'llieai o! investment will be as prescribed by the Govern- 
rrent from time to time. It is proposed to implement these 
provisions .soon after fisining ncces lary rules. 


52. As the Hon’ble Members are aware, this Government 
has rn the recent pa't, taken various measures to help pen¬ 
sioner r. The Government is keen to ensure that pension 
and pensionary benefits are sanctioned and paid promptly 
and piocedines for cu'biTrsement simplified. Towards this 
end. the Government has decided to further simplify the 
prOi.eJuie of pension payment to civil pensioners who draw 
thoir pension from hanks. The proposed simplication en- 
VI .'ges that tl-.e two intermediary agene'es of Accountants 
General and District Treasuries will not be involved in tW' 
v.oik which will be handled by a new Office of Chief Con¬ 
troller of Accounts (Pensions) in the Ministry of Finance 
The entile v/ork of pension payment and accounting thereof 
will be ccmputeiised. The new system is propo ted to be 
lUlioduced during 1989-90. 

53. I also propose some fiscal relief on family pensions 
and a new savings scheme for retiring Government emplo¬ 
yees with ceitain tax concel'ions which I will revert to 
later. 


54. Our freedom figliters have made great sacrifices in 
our struggle fo- independence. In thU year when we are 
celebrating the birth centenary of one of the greatest leaders 
of (h's struggle, it is but appropriate that we raise the pension 
for freedom fightes to Rs. 750 as a mark of the nation’s 
gratitude. 


55. I shall now turn to the Revised Estimates for 1988-89 
and the Budget Estimates for 1989-90.^ 

Revised E'fimates 1988-89 

56 Since the presentation of the Budget for the current 
vear, additional provisions have become necessary for cer¬ 
tain inevitable increases in expenditure. Budget rlupport for 
Cential Plan has to be Increased by Rs. 771 crores. The 
increases mainly relate to settlement of claims arising out of 
crop insurance scheme, subsidy for setting up tf industries 
in backwaid areas, strengthening of equity base of Power 
jhiiiance Corporation, payment to Shipping Companies to 
meet conimitirents made by the erstwhile Shipping Deve¬ 
lopment 1 und Coramittee and passing on to financial insti¬ 
tutions rupee equivalent of ex'ernai credits extended to 
them. 

57. Centra! afeistance for State and U.T. Plans is ex¬ 
pected to be Rs. 421 crores higher mainly due to special 
assistance that has to be piovided to Punjab for financinn its 
Plan outlay 

58. On the non-Plan side an additional provision of 
Rs. 300 crores is required foi' export promotion and market 
development. Subsidy on indigenous fertilizer will alsp be 
higher by Rs. 250 crores. A marginal increase of Rs. 2tK) 
uo-es has been made in defence expenditure. An additional 
provision of Rs. 097 croies will be required for defence pen- 
sons on the basis of actual (.Jaimi arising out of revision of 
defence pension rates. Grant assistance to States affected by 
floods has to be increased by Rs. 100 crores, Provilion of 
certain facilities- ip Puniab necc'-sitated bv security consi¬ 
derations has cost Rs. 71 crores. 

59. Tho-e have been i-fhcr increaLs as well. All these 
wiould have resulted in a much higher order of increase in 
loti-Plan expenditme and in deficit financing. Government 
rave taken a number of measures to contain the increase in 
exiiendituie and 'mprove receipts. 
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60. Ministries and Departments vvete instiucted to locate 
ivinjis lo meet to tlie ma\iimiiu extent possible tlio in¬ 
cased in expenditure including the liability fur additional 
istalrnents of dearness allowance and bonus sanctioned tu 
lovei iimcnt emiiloyecs diinne the year dhe economy in- 
tiiclions issued lost year were continued this year also. As 
result of tliese meosures, the mcieasc m non Plan exfen- 

itiire has been continued 

61. Gioss tax revenue i| expected to yield Rs. 776 crores 
tore. The irnprovenicnt is mainly in Onion Excise duties, 
iistoms duties and Corporation Tax. Under non-Tax Revenue 
1 C piofit on imported cdihlc oils is expected to show a 
harp 1 eduction owing to an increase in inteinational prices, 
'apital receipts aie expected to iliow significant improvement, 
'otal receipts of Ciovernment are now estimated at Rs, 67843 
roics as against Rs. 66076 ciores in the Budget estimates, 
otal expcndituie is estimated at Rs, 73783 croics as aga'nst 
le Budget estimate of Rs, 73560 crores. The overall deficit 
ar the year is now estimated Bt R5. 7940 crores. Thus, in 
pite of the large additional burden thrown on the budget 
nd the various concc' lions given it has been ensured that 
iverall deficit docs not incicase siihstantially. 

ludget Estimates 1989-90 

62. Next year being the last year of the Seventh Five Year 
Ian period every cITott has been made to ensure that maxi¬ 
rum resouices arc made available for development, Bud- 
etiiry support for Central Plan including special additional 
irovi’iion of Rs. 500 crores fot new economic programmes 
1 placed at Rs 16 964 crores. Internal and extra budgetary 
esoui'ccs for Central Plan arc estimated at Rs. 17,482 crores. 
he total Central Pl.rn outlay for 1989-90 will thus bo 
Is, 34,446 crores against the current year’s approved outlay 
if Rs. 28,715 croies iliow'ing a slep up of nearly 20 per 
ent. 

63. Uon'ble Members will bo happy to note that in real 
:rms the actual outlay in the Central Sector for the five 
ears would be around 115 per cent of the original Seventh 
Man outlay. 

64. The Central Plan for 19R9-90 places a great deal of 
mphasis on agriculture, rural development and related 
reas. A new stialegy for agricultm-ul planning has been 
(cveloped on the ba.sis of dilTerent agro-climatie regions, 
'he provision for a.aricullure and irrigation in the Central 
Man has been stepped up to Rs. 1408 crores. T also purpose 
lloration of Rs. 495 cioies for the Department of Fertili- 
;ers, 

65. The programmes of Rural Hevelopment are central to 
lur Plan strategy. Inclusive of the provision for the new 
irograinme, Ihc provision in the Central Plan for this sector 
las been stepped up by 28.4 per cent. For promoting ruriil 
ndustrialisation, the reorganised Khadi and Village Tndilsltiles 
'ommission has planned to expand and diversify its activities. 
Besides identifying 33 new industHes for promotion in the 
atrrent year. 41 other iiulnstries will he taken up for deve- 
opment In the future in a phu led manner. 

66. The provision for social services in the Central Plan i* 
tcing stepped up to Rs, 3396 crores. The main empfnsis in 
he social welfare programme in the Annual Plan 1989-90 
vill be on development of services for early childhood care, 
vomen’s development, prevention of disabilitie l and rehabill- 
ation of the affected persons. Tn order to meet these goals. 

1 large expansion is envisaged tn programmes like integrated 
rhlld Development Service (ICDS). income-generating schemes 
'or poor and destitute women, education, training and cco- 
lomic rehabilitation of disabled peisons. Adequate attention 
vill be given to treating awareness regarding the right of 
vomen, campaign against the atrocif'Cs inflicted on them and 
lEo against the social evils like child marriage, dowry, drug 
ihusc, etc. 

67. The Seventh Plan has been charactei ised by a special 
hrti (t towards human resources devclnnment. The apnroach. 
jtrategies and major thrust aieiis included in the Seventh 
Five Year plan and the priority niogrammes of the National 
Policy on Fducation 1986, taken rip in 1987-88 are being 
tontinued. Fmpbasis is given on iiniversalisation of elemen- 
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[ary cducuticn, eradication of adult illiteracy, vucaiionalisation 
of .secondary education, improvement and consolidation of 
quality and stuiidaids of higher education and moderni lation 
and temoval of obsolescence in technical education, 

68. In Older to mainlain the tempo of growth that has 
been attained in lecent jears, n is necessary that we continue 
to invest in the expansion and modernisiition of our Infra- 
sliuetiiie sectors. Hence, the outlays in the tenlrtil iPlan for 
Pow'cr development have been laised by 38.6 per cent, for 
Railways by 15.6 per cent and foi Telecommunications by 
56.6 per cent. 

69. M.ijor public sector projects In the industrial sector 
included in the Seventh PI.in have either been completed or 
aie expected to be completed in the last year of the Plan, 
The^e include the expansion of Bhilai Steel Plant, Stage T of 
Visiikhapalnam Steel Plant, the Aluminium Complex of 
NAl CO ill Orissa, the gas based fertilizer plants at Bijaipur, 
Aonla Namriip 111, the Caprolactam project at Udyogmandal, 
captive power plants at Duigapur, Bavauni, Panipat and 
Bhaiindii and the Maliaiashtia Gas Cracker Complex. 

70. fn the industry sector adequate outlays have beep pro¬ 
vided in the Annual Plan 1989-90 for productive schemes and 
projects of on-going nature which would be commissioned 
dining the last year of the Seventh Plan, as well as for ini¬ 
tiating the necessary preliminary action for the F.ighth Plan. 

71. Central assistance for the Plans of State and Union 
tcriitoiy Govemmenfs is placed at Rs. 10,850 crores against 
the cm rent veai's Budget level of Rs. 9.714 crores. Total 
expenditure fiom Central Budget on Plan account will he 
Rs. 27.814 crores next year ns iicainst current year's Budget 
level of Rs. 25,714 crores. 

72. Government is aware of the extremely difficult cir¬ 
cumstances in which our brave armed forces have been 
cariying out their arduous responsibilities of defending our 
country. The whole nation owes its grateful thanks to them 
for ensuring the security of our borders and for bringing credit 
to our country when called upon to help other friendly coun¬ 
tries in their hour of need, At the same time, all of us re¬ 
cognise that there is continuing need for implementing mcn- 
suies for greater cost effiecliveness in our expenditure on 
defence. My colleagues in the Ministry of Defence have 
already introduced a number of measures to improve the cost 
effectiveness of such expenditure Keening this in view I 
have provided for a sum of Rs, 13000 crores for Defence 
during the coming year. T assure the House that Government 
will not falter in ensuring the highest level of defence pre¬ 
paredness. 

73. provision for food, fertilizer and export promotion 
subsidies nexl vear is Rs. 7,472 crores against Rs. 6,841 
crores in the current year's Revised F.stimates. Interest 
charces next year are estiniated at Rs. 17,000 crores against 
Rs. 14,1.50 ciores in the current year. Grants to States as a 
result of the lecommendations of the Ninth Finance Com¬ 
mission are estimated to he Rs. 612 crores higher than in 
the current year. An additional provision of Rs. 152 croies 
has been made next year for cxirenses in connnetion with 
the General Flcctinn.s. The deficit of Department of Posts Is 
estimated to be Rs. 97 crores higher than in the current 
year. 

74 Fvery effort has been made to contain the growth of 
non-Plan expenditure and only the barest minimum provisions 
have been allowed. Total non-Plnn expenditure in 1989-90 li 
estimated at Rs. 54 347 crores against Rs. 48,877 crores in 
the Revised E-stimates for the current year. 

75. Coming to Receipts, Gross Tax Revenue at the existing 
rate of taxation is estimated at Rs. 49,588 crores. After pay¬ 
ment of Rs 12,0.54 cro'cs to States as their share of taxes 
and Rs. 50 crores to local bodies in Union territories as 
assignment of revenue, the net acciual to Centre is estimated 
at Rs. 37 484 ciores against Rs, 32,652 crores in the current 
year. Market borrowings aic placed at Rs. 7.400 crores 
again't Rs. 7,250 crores in the current year Fxteinal assist¬ 
ance net of icpaymcnt is placed at Rs. 3,722 crores against 
Rs 3.216 crores in the current vear. Taking into account 
the variations in other receipts and expenditure, the overall 
deficit for next year at existing rates of taxation is estimated 
at Rs. 8240 crores. -

7rt, I in)w turn to my tax (■uopr)'iuB for 1989-90. 

77. For most people taxation is vaxation. I will only xny 
that we raise resources through taxation to fulfit n larger 
common piiipose and seek to return to people a benefit which 
Is greater than the cost they bear. 

78. My budget proposals are guided bv the objectises and 
economic perspectives T have outlined earlier. More speci¬ 
fically the proposals are oriented to the following ends ; 

— Promoting productive employment, 

■— Protecting the consumption standards of the poor, 

— Discouraging non-essential Iuxuit consumption parti¬ 
cularly when it is import intensive, 

— Providing some relief to mirldle income taxpayers 

— maintaining the tempo of indu .trial modernisation 
and growth, 

— containing the budget deficit for 1989-90 

79. Now I turn to the budget proposals regarding the direct 
taxes, 

80 The Hon’ble Members are aware of the high priority 
the Ciovernmenf attaches to creation of productive emp¬ 
loyment, As T mentioned earlier, a iiumhcr of schemes nie 
already being implemented to generate employment in iiiral 
areas to benefit the vulnerable .sections of oi r societv. How¬ 
ever, we feel that a time has come for taking initiative to 
make a substantial dent on the problem of unemployment. 
To this end, as already staled Government proposes to In¬ 
troduce a new intensive niral employment programme, to bo 
called Jawaharlal Nehru Rojgar Yoiana. In order to mobilise 
resources for this programme. T propose to levy a surcharge 
at the rate of 8 per cent on resident taxpayers with incomes 
above Rs. 50,000j- from assessment year 1990-91, i am sure 
that those who are priviledged to have emplovment in a 
.society, where there are so many who are deprived, will not 
mind this sacrifice in the interest of creating employement 
for those not so fortunate. 

81. The Government has maintained stability In the direct 
tax rates during the last four years. However, it has often 
been repre.sented that a tax at the entrv po'nt discourages 
many faxpoyers in coming to the tax net voluntarily. Accord- 
indy. it is proposed to reduce the rate of tax of in¬ 
dividuals in the entry slab of Rs, 18000-25000 from ibe 
present rate of 25 per cent to 20 per cent. 

82. This House is aware of the fact that in order to 
mobilise resources to meet the requirements of the drought 
in 1987 and its after-effects in 1988. surcharge on income- 
tax and wealth-tax wu.s levied. T do nal propose to continue 
the Wealth Tax and Income-Tax surcharge from the 
assessment year 1989-90 and 1990-91 respectively 

83. The combined effect of the changes that T am propos¬ 
ing with regard to the employment surchaige and the 
changing in the rale structure will be such that a person 
with a taxable income of below Rs. 56,000'- will pav less 
tax than at present. The entitre burden of additional dlerct- 
tax will fall on those with a taxable income above Rs. 
56,0fl0|- per annum The revenue effect of this surcharge will 
be Rs. 500 crores, I have no doubt that the House vill wel¬ 
come this socially progressive measure. 


84. With a view to curbing conspicoiw consumpli'm, I put- 
po-e lo enlumce the lalc of expcndituie lax undci the Hxpen- 
diurc Tax Act, 1987, u.s applicable to certain hotels, ftom 
10 per cent to 20 per cent. This will yield an addiliivnal 
Rs. 30 crores. 

85. I now come lo some measures for providing relief. 

86. To meet the housing needs of the citi7ens has always 
been an important policy objective of the Government. In 
his Budget Speech for 1987-88, the Prime Minister envisaged 
a high priority for the housing sector and had announced 
the dcci.sion to set up a National Housing Bank, necessary 
legislation in this regard ha.s been passed and the National 
Housing bunk has Ivecome operation. In order lo help the 
National Housing Bank mobilise resources in its nascent stage 
T propose to provide that the deposits made in the Home 
loan Account Scheme of the Nalloml Housing Bank as 
well as the repayment of housing loan taken from the Bank 
will qualify foj deduuction provided under section 80C of 
the Income-tax Act. The investment will also be exempt from 
wealth-tax subject to the overall ceiling of Rs. 5 lakhs. Fur¬ 
ther, the taxpayers will not get a tax concession under sec¬ 
tion 54E on capital gains if the sale proceeds arc invested 
in the bonds and debentures issued by the National Housing 
Bank. 

87 Poultry flaming is emciging as an important activity 
foi enhancing nutrition and providing employment, 1, there¬ 
fore propose to provide tax exemption to the income from 
poultry farming at the rate of thirty-three and one-third per 
cent of such income. This measure should go a long way in 
encouraging investment in this area, 

88. Retiring Government employees are often on the look 
out for investment opportunities with a good post-lax return. 
With this view, it is proposed to set up a deposit scheme 
in which a teliring employee may invest the whole or part of 
his lelirenient benefits for a block period of three vears. The 
interest on this investment will he free from income-tax. 
Further, this investment will also he exempt from wealth-tax, 
The present ceiling of exemption of wealth upto Rs. 5 lakhs 
in lespect of wealth in certain specified forms will also ot 
apply to such deposits. 

89. .As a measuie for providing relief to the widows and 
heirs of deceased employees, I propose to amend provisions 
of the Income-tax Act, to provide a at.andard deduction at 
the rate of thirty-three and one-hird per cunt., subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 12,000]-, for the recipient of family pension 
also. Similarly, it is proposed to extend the benefit of deduc¬ 
tion ot Rs, 15,000]- already available to permanently physi¬ 
cally handicapped persons, to persons who aie mentally 
retarded. 

90. Hon'ble Members are aware that under the Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Act, 1988 the ceiling of tax on professions 
has been raised from Rs. 250 to Rs, 2,500 per annum with 
the object of enabling the State Governments to raise addi¬ 
tional lesources. I hope that the States will take fnll ad¬ 
vantage of this, I propo.se to provide that this tax be allow¬ 
ed as a deduction in computing the income under ‘Salaries'. 

91. Following the announcemenls made in the budget 
speech for 1988-89, Government has formulated schemes 
setting up the Exchange Risk Adminisfiation Fund and issued 
guidelines for venture capital comDaniesjfunds which provide 
assistance to new entrepreneurs. In order to extend fiscal 
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suppoit lo these funds, 1 pri>pose to extend ceiUiin lax con- 
eession to them. 

92. Revenue loss, if any, on .neeount of the pioposcU tclicf 
mcnsurcs is expected to be made up through bettci eompli- 
ance and better collection. 

93. By a notification of the President issued on 7th Nov¬ 
ember, 19®8, the Income-tax Act stands extended to the 
State of Sikkim fiom assessment year 1989-90. In siew of 
some operational diffieullies, I now piopose lo extend the 
Income-tax Act, 1961 to Sikkim only from the assessment 
year 1990-91. The Wealth-tax Act and the Gilt-tax Act have 
alieady been extended fiom 1990-91 assessment year by the 
Central Government's notification. 

94. I shall now proceed to deal with mv pioposals lelat- 
ing lo indirect taxes. 

9.3. In formulating these proposals, I have been guided 
by the imperative need lor raising addilionul lesouices. In 
doing so, I have taken care to >ce that items of mass con¬ 
sumption aie not unduly u.llecled and ihit ihe burden falls 
largely on idatively a affluent sections of the population. 

96. As the House is aware, problems of evasion of excise 
duties through undcivaluation and lelated adminisuative 
problems have led to specific rather than ad valotcm duties 
on a large number of commodities. In fact, of the total ex¬ 
cise levenuc, about 70 per cent is dciived fiom commodities 
coilying duties at specific lales. In the case of many commodi¬ 
ties which ale subject lo specific rates of excise duly, the duty 
incidence is subst.intially lower than what it 'vas when the 
specific duties were fixed ongiri'illv. Theie has to be a system 
whereby all specific rates arc revised upwaiJs periodkallv 
keeping in view pi ice incicasc I proposed to make a beginn¬ 
ing in this regard iii this Budget by increasing the existing 
■spedlie duty rales of a substantial number of commodities 
by a modest five per cent of cuirenl rales with suitable lound- 
ing ofl I hasten to add th.il I have taken caie to ciisuic 
that items of mass consumi^lion ,nc kept outside the purview 
of this adjustment. The items on which there will be no 
change in the rate of excise duty include sugar, tea, coffee, 
petroleum pioducts like kemsene, diesel and motor spirit, biris. 
Vegetable oil, vanaspati, cotton ynrn and fabrics, jute yarn 
and labrics, and electric bulbs and tluoiescenl tubes. 
Similaily the existing exemption for newsprint and 
specified paper intended for use in the printing of textbooks 
or other books of genc/al interest remains unaltered. 

97. It is expected that the upward revision of specific rates 
will vielH .an additional excise revenue of Rs. 220 ctores, 

». ™ commodities which are charged to 

^jLxejse^Uiy 'h specific rales and which would call for a higher 
ra!5^f>r aajustment th.an what has ^en proposed in general. 
I now come to jjiy jiropo'.als in resartf to-t^msK^jiifommodities 

99, In the case of iron and steel, the specific rales of duty 
have not been chunked significantly for over a decade now. 
As a revenue raising measure, T propiosc to raise the talcs 
of duly on these items, The duty on pig iron is proposed to be 
increased from Rs. 80 to 200 per tonne. On steel items other 
than stainless steel, such as ingots, billets, bars, roads, etc. 
presently attracting duty of Rs. 365 pc'- tonne T propose to 
increase the duly to Rs, 500 per tonue. The duty on ceilain 
hot rolled fiat ptx>ducts such as sheets, strips, etc, is propos¬ 
ed to raised from Rs. 500 lo Rs. 700 pet tonne. In respect 


of certain cold rolled Hat products such as sheets and strips, 
the duty is proposed to be nuiscd from Rs, 715 to Rs. 900 per 
tonne. 

100. There arc certain assessment dispults in the case of 
loigings and castings us the duty rates vai-y depending upon 
the classification, As a measure of rationalis.ition and to pre¬ 
vent such disputes. I propose to levy uniform rate of duly 
of Rs. 800 per tonne on steel forgings and Rs. 600 per tonne 
on steel castings. 

lot In the ease of stainless steel where the duty incidence 
is rather low, T propose to raise the duty on ingots, semi¬ 
finished products and hot rolled products from the existing 
rates to Rs. 1000 per tonne and on certain cold rolled pro¬ 
ducts from 715 per tonne to Rs. 1500 per tonne. Stainless 
sleel castings and forgings will also ultrucl a duty of Rs, 
1500 per tonne. 

102. Similar duty adjustments are proposed to he made 
on other iron and steel items. In the case of dutiable down¬ 
stream pioducts, MODV,\T credit on iron and steed items 
would continue to be available. 

103. These measures arc expected to result in additional 
excise revenue to the tune of Rs. 150 crores and customs re¬ 
venue of Rs, 18 crores, 

104. No Finance Minister can rcsisl the Icmpialion of look¬ 
ing lo smokeis of cigaralles for augmenting excise revenue. T 
must conicss that 1 like mo^t of my prejecc'sors, reodily 
submitted lo this temptation. Smokers who do not pay any 
heed lo Ihe statutory warning lo their health should, I feel at 
least conliibute moie lo the health of the national economy. 

I propose to reslrncturc to duty on cigaruttes. While gene¬ 
rally ihe duty rates arc being raised, the extent of incret.se 
would he more in that case of filter cigarettes of length above 
7l)mm However, non-filter cigrettes of length upto 60 mm 
will carry n rate of excise duty of Rc. 1 per packet of 10. 
These measures ate estimated to yield exTse revenue to the 
tune of Rs. 101 crores. 

105. Having revised the duty structure on cigaiettes, 1 would 
not like users of pan massala lo feel aggrieved that they hove 
been let down, 1 propose to double the excise duty presently 
Ixiing levied on pan masala not containing tobacco for the 
two existing slabs based on value from R.s. 10 and Rs. 20 
per kg, to Rs. 20 and Rs. 40 per kg, respectively. Simulta¬ 
neously, I propose to inciease the excise duty on pan masala 
containing tobacco from 25 pci cent to 30 per cent, Thn 
revenue implication of these measures is Rs. 8 crores. 

106. As the House is aware, molasses is the principal raw 
nnitcrial for the maniifactme of liquir, Tn keeping with its 
end use, 1 feel, molasses can bear a higher incidence of duty 
than at present. 1 accordingly propose to increase the excise 
duty on molasses from Rs, 60 to Rs, 120 per tonne. 1 pro¬ 
pose to increi'rsc suitably the credit of money that is presently 
available when alcohol is used in the manufacture of chemi¬ 
cals. Iti is estimateld that th^ measure will yield additional 
excise revenue to the tun# of Rs. 11 crores- , 

107. I have a couple of proposals relating to liavel tax. 

108. As present. Foreign Travel Tax Is being levied at 
the rate of Rs, 50 per ticket for travel to neighbouring count¬ 
ries and Rs. 100 per ticket in resipect of travel lo other count¬ 
ries. Thc-e rales have not undergone any change since 1979. 
J propose lo increase the afoiesald rates of lax to Rs. 150 and 
Rs. 300 respectively. 
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109. As the House is aw^ie, Government has invested suas- 
tuntiiil sunii of money in developing our airports and provid¬ 
ing intrastruetULal laeilities therein. Keeping this fact in 
view, [he privileged few who ean afford to fly within the 
country should not mind it they arc to pay a small extra 
amount as lax for augmenting revenues, I intend to levy 
a new tux ealled Inland Air Tiavcl Tax at 10% of the 
basic tare. However, 1 propose to exempt passengers paying 
air faic in foreign curicney. Theie Will also be a provision 
tor exempting deseiviiig special categories of passengers from 
this tax. 

110. The pioposals iclating to tiavcl tax will be given 
clfect to tioni a dale to be notiheU later and are expected to 
yield additional revenue to tfie tune of Rs. 85 crores. 

111. Having dealt with those who fly, 1 nov, lutn to ihose 
who drne, 1 ct me deal with my pioposals m icguid to the 
auLoniobile seetor. 

112. As honourable Members arc awaie, presently there 
is a concessional rate of excise duty of 25 per cent m res- 
peer of fuel cltioieiiL cuis of engine capacity not exccding 
lUdOcc and 30 per cent in respect of such cars of engine 
capacity exceeding 1000 cc as against the rale of 35 per cent 
lor other cars. 1 feel fuel ellicient cars have established them¬ 
selves and theic is no uecessily to continue with the conces- 
sioulO tales any mure. 1 accoidingly propose to levy a uni 
lorm rate of 35 per cent on all motor cais. This rate will 
apply to vans and jeeps also. The revenue gam from this 
measure wUl be Ks. 100 crores. 

113. Curiently the excise duly on two wheeleig of engine 
capacity not exceeding 100 cc is 15 per cent and that on 
others, 25 per cent 1 propo.se to restructure the excise duty 
on two whceelers into a four tier regime. The rate of duty on 
two wheeleis upto 50cc will temain at the present level of 
15 per cent The duty on two wheelers between 50 and 100 
ce IS being raised from 15 per cent to 20 per cent. There 
IS no change in the lutc of excise duly of 25 per cent on two 
wiieclcis between 100 and 150 cc. Ihe rate of duty on two 
whcelcis above 150 cc will be 30 per cent. This measure js 
expected to yciid additional revenue of about Rs. 26 cioics. 

ll‘i. I also propose to give some concessions in customs 
duties to this sector keeping in view the need to encouiagc 
domestic production and hasten the piocess ot indigcm.vation. 

115. i fuitUer propose to presciibe a conces,ioival duly of 
40 per cent on machineiy impoited for the manufacture 
of fuel injection equipment, which is a vital component for 
the automobile sector. The same rate would be applicable to 
components imported for manufacture of fuel injection equip¬ 
ment, The concessional inte would be available only to the 
units manufactuiing under an appioved phased manufacturing 
programme. i 

116. The concessions in customs duty to the automotive 
sector will have a revenue implication of Rs. 19 crores. 

117. 1 now come to the package of measures lelating to 
the electronics sector. This is one of the fast growing sec¬ 
tors ill oui economy and is in a position to contribute more 
to the exchequer. My proposals In regard to this sector are 
oriented to giving a greater stimulus to the process of in- 
digenisatlon. 

118. The Members of the Itaise are aware that television 
has offered considerable entertainment to our people. It would 
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he in the fitness of things that television viewers who dciive 
such entertainment should contribute more to the lesoiirces of 
Government and theieby to the piogrammcs of national deve¬ 
lopment. 

119. At piesenl, black and while television .sets of screen 
size exceeding 15 cm, and upto 36 cm aie completely exemp¬ 
ted from excise duty. While continuing the exemption for 
such sets, 1 propose to increase the excise duly on the picture 
tube of sucli sets to Rs, 200 per lube. Black and white tele¬ 
vision sets of scicen size exceeding 36 cm attract excise duty 
of Ks. 300 per set. I propose to mctcasc this rate to Rs. 500 
per set. 

120. As regalds colour television sets, the present d^ty is 
Rs. 1500 per set of assessable value upto Rs. 5000 and 
Rs. 2000 per set of assessable value mole than Rs, 5000. This 
duty stiiictuie has led to some valuation disputes. Some high 
value scls have also entcicd the market, A review of the 
duty structure on colour television sets is ihciefnre called for. 
1 piopose to fix a duty of Rs. 2250 per set without remote 
control, Rs. 2500 per set with remote control and Rs. 4000 
per set having the facility of ‘Picture in picture’. 

121. I also propose to fix a uniform rate of 20 per cent on 
ladios, Iw'o-in-oncs, cassette recorders and musical systems, 
as against the present rates of 15 per cent or 20 per cent. 

122. I propose to incrca.se the excise duly on computers 
from 10 per cent to 15 per cent nd vialoicm, At the same 
time computers mo being taken out of the general scheme 
of exemption for the small scale sector. 

123. Pie.scntly, specified raw materials and piece parts im- 
polled for the manufacUue of specified electronic compo¬ 
nents attract customs duty at the rates of 35 per cent and 

50 per cent respectively. While extending concessional iltily 
to a larger number of items, I piopose to raise these rates 
to 40 per cent and 60 per cent respectively. 

124. Thc'C proposals relating to eleclionic items are esti¬ 
mated to yield additional levenuc to the tune of Rs. 158 
cioies in excise and Rs. 36.5 crores in customs. 

125. 1 have some concessions in customs duly to unnounct 
for the electronics sector, In last year’s Budget, a uniforn 
late of import duty of 100 per cent was provided to a largt 
number of equipments for telecommunication, satellite com 
municalion, data communication, television transmission am. 
sound broadcasting. I piopose to extend the concession tc 
35 more specified equipments. 

126. Optical communication cables arc essential for tele 
communication. In order to encourage the manufacture o 
such cables in the country, I propose to reduce the impori 
duty on specified raw materials required for their manufac 
turo from the present rates varying from liO to 300%, R 
the level of 80%. 

127. With a view to encouraging production, of high-tecl 
items like large scale integrated circuits, jjiicroprocessors am 
other microelectronic items, 22 items nf machinery have beei 
given a concessional import duty of 15%. 1 propose to ex 
tend tlie concession to five mote items of machineiy. 

128. The concessions in customs duty to the electronic 
sector will have a revenue implication of Rs. 33 crore.s. 

129. 1 have a package of measures in rogatd to tfie cut 
toms duty structure for capital goods. 
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IJO, At the time of piescnling the 19'ti7 Bmigct, the Hoii’blo 
[’1 me Miniitci- hud emphusised the impoitance of the eapi- 
lul goods industiy tnd had stated that it is eential to our 
c.loits for achieving self reliance and to piomnte the growth 
of this sector, impoitant steps were initiated iliat year. I'hc 
success brought forth by these mcasuies encourages us to 
continue fuither along those lines. My first proposal it to 
extend the duty concession for import of machinery under 
the technology ungradation scheme tor the capital goods 
indushy to four more sectors. These are cutting tools, coiit- 
mcrcial tool rooms, textile ntochineiy and paper machinery. 

In addition, for the machine tool sector, I pi'Ojiose tO’ expand 
the list of machiii:ry items attracting concessamal duty. 

131. I propose lo rationalise the import tarill of capital 
£i.Hids. The rate of import duty on general projects and 
niachinery is being reduced from the existing 90% to 

ad valorem. The rale of duty on components which 
is 15% Ixrlow the rate applicable to the machinery woulti 
get correspondingly reduced. 

132. The next step in this regard would be rationalising 
the rale of concessional import duty on speerlied machinery 
which picscntly vanes between 25% lo 35'/o. This is being 
unilied and fixed at 40% ad valorem. There would, however, 
he no change in the case of fertilizer projects. In the case 
of power projects, the increase would be by live percentage 
points. 

133. The rationale for lhe.se changes lies m the desirabilltv 
of reducing the dispersion in tariff rates as niurh as possible- 
In pursuit of this objective, 1 am introducing an inteimcdiate 
level of duty of 60% ad valorem. This will apply lo certain 
specified items of machinery which are nianufactuicd indige¬ 
nously such as captive power plants, certain types of generat¬ 
ing sets and circular looms for jute industry. 

134. As a measure of facilitating the export thiust secton 
to upgrade their technology by importing modern muchincry, 
concessional duties have been prescribed from time to time 
on machinery for specified thrust sectors. I propose to e.x- 
tend the concession to rubber aud canvas footwear sector 
and to expand the existing list of ir.achineiy for textile and 
sericulture sectors. 

135. These measures relating to capital goods aic estimated 
lo lesult in a loss of customs revenue of about Rs. 117 
crorcs. 

136. As 1 have mentioned cailier in my speech, pricing 
and distribution of aluminium is being decontrolled with 
immediate effect. In this context. I propoie to increase the 
excise duty on aluminium ingots and wire-rods from the 
existing level of 18% to 20% ad valorem plus Rs. 2500 per 
tonne. Since MODVAT credit in regard to primary iiliiini- 
niiira would be available for dutiable downstream products, 

I pi'opo.so to increase the duty on most of such products by 
ten percentage points. It is also proposed to exempt filumi- 
niiim ingots from basic and auxijiaiy duties of customs. The 
basic customs duty on alurainiuni scrap is being reduced 
fiom 30% lo 15%. The net revenue ylehl from the-e 
measures will be Rs, 50 cro.es. 

137. There are certain commodities which attract a low 
rate of customs duly at pre.scnt and these call for a icview 
I propose to raise the import duty on wood pulp, waste 
paper, low ash co.d, nw pc'roleum cr.Ve and certain chvmi- 
cali hy five percentage points over ‘he exisiing rales. On 
benzene, 1 propose to raise the basic customs duty from the 


existing nil rate to 25%. ad valorem. The ic\enue gain fioin 
rhC'C pioposals will be Rs. 39 cuiies. 

138. 1 pmposc lo ineiensc the basic elisions duly on 
glazed ncvvspnnt from Rs. 550 per tonne to 30 7c ad v.iloicm, 
'Ibis will yield additional revenue of about Rs, 12 crores. 

139. Watches and components theieof presently bear a low 
talc of c.xcise duty of 2% ad valoiem. This rate was fixed 
in Older to encourage indigenous production ot watches. 
This measuie has been successful, 1 think the time has come 
when the watch industry can bear a higher duty, I propose 
to increase the rate to 5% ad valoiem. This will result in 
a revenue gain of Rs. 5 crores. 

140. I shall now deal with my package of proposals m 
legald to the ngrobatod and related industries, 

141. As Honourable Members aie aware, the giowth of 

fixxi processing and packaging industry is essential for in¬ 
creasing value addition of agricultural produce and r.aising 
incomes of farracis. As part ot Budget propos.ds last yeai, 
excise duty on parts and accessories going into the installa¬ 
tion of cold storage plants for preserving foodstuffs was re¬ 
duced from 40% lo 15%, 1 now piopose lo extend the 

concessional tale of 15% to parts of refrigerating appliances 
and machinery as well as compiessors intended to be used 
in refrigerated vans meant for transport of food and dairy 
products. 

142. At present, 34 specified items of food processing and 

p.tckaging machinery enjoy a concessional import duty of 
35%. 1 propose lo c.xtcnd tlie concessional rate to a few 

mole specified items of machinery such as transpoit lefrigera- 
lion unit and machinery for egg processing. The concessio¬ 
nal rate of duty us stated earlier Is now being fixed at 40%. 

143. I propose to reduce the excise duty on skimmed milk 
powder and condensed milk from 15% to 10%. Simulta- 
noiisly the exemption from excise duty on skimmed milk 
powiicr in one kilogram pack is being withdrawn. The ex¬ 
cise duty on certain other food preparations such as prepara¬ 
tions of fish, meat, tapioca and sago m unit containers is 
being reduced from 15%, to 10%. Namkeens such us buji- 
yns and chabena and specified icady-lo-cock mixes such ns 
idli-mix and vada-mix are being fully exempted from excise 
duty. 

144. A concessional import duty of 61% has been provid- 
ej for certain specified items of machinery for marine food 

ei lor. I propose to further reduce the rate to 40% and 
enlarge the list by adding three more items of machinery for 
fishing. In addition, I piopose to reduce the import duly on 
machinery for the manufacture of fish nets from 90% to 
10 %. 

145. One of the proposals contained in the New Policy 
on .Seed Development announced in Septemhe'-, 1988 relates 
to the tcduction of import duty on machines and equipments 
used for seed production and processing and quality control 
till which technology upgradation is necessary, 1 propose to 
prescribe a concessional import duty of 40% on 12 specified 
Items of such machinery qjid equipments. 

146. In order to help improve the quality of poultry feed, 
1 propose to reduce the Import duty on two .specified amino 
acids from the present level of 147.25% to 70%. 
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J47. To give relief to the jute industiy, I piopose to exe¬ 
mpt from excise duty Jute yarn supplied to a registeted hand- 
loom cooperative society or an organisation set up or ap- 
piovcd by tlie Government. This exemption will be available 
foi the purpose of development of handlooms lot mauufac- 
tuic of fabrics other than those used for jute sacks, 1 also 
propose to extend this exemption to units set up by the 
Khadi and Village Industiies Commission and Boards. 

148. Paper and paperboard containing not less than ly/o 
by weight of bagasse is totally exempted from excise duty. 
In order to fuither encourage the use of unconventional i.iw 
materials for the manufacture of paper and thus reduce the 
piessuie on forest ba.sed raw' materials, I propose to extend 
full excise duty concession to those varieties of paper and 
paper board which contain not less than 75% of pulp made 
from raw jute or mesta. This mcatmte may incidentally help 
the jute industry. 


155. The customs duty on raw silk is being leduced from 
75% to 50% ad valorem. 

156. Dycstiitfs are irapoitant inputs for the processing of 

tc.xtile.s. This commodity curries at present an excise duly 
of 35%. 1 propose to reduce the excise duty on synthetic 

oiganic dyestuffs from 35% to 30%. This proposal which 
will benefit this Icxlilc related industry involves a revenue 
loss of Ri. 19 crores. 

157. Synthetic shoddy blankets of value upfo Rs. 60 per 
^quaic mctie are being exempted from the w'hole of excise 
duty. 

158. I propose to give certain concessions in cusUmis duly 
to specified life saving drugs and drug intci mediates, The 
proposals in this icgard are likely to icsiilt in a revenue loss 
of about Rs. 7 crores. 


149. For helping Ihe farmers to get better prices foi theii 
pioducc, 1 propose to increase the basic customs duly on 
cinnamon from Rs, 2vl per kg, to 90% ad valorem plus Rs. 
20 per kg. and that oti cloves from Rs. 60 to Rs. 95 per 
Isg. 


159. In oidei to give icliel to cement units using vcitical 
shaft kiln, 1 piopose to reduce the excise duty on cement 
maniifacluied hy such units by Rs. 100 per tonne from the 
gcncial eircclivc rale. This involves a revenue loss of 
Rs. 10 doles. 


150. To give a major thrust to marketing of pioducts of 
the Rhadi and Village Industries sector, f propose to make 
nn exception in regard to availability of small scale conces- 
s'on where the products bear the brandnanie of Khadi and 
Village Industries Commission and Boaids, The exisling 
concession for products of village iudustiy maikcted by or 
with the assistance of the Khadi and Village Industries Com¬ 
mission i.s being extended to furniture and ceramic products. 

151. These measutes relating to agroba^ed and related 
industiies are estimated to result in a revenue loss of Rs. 5 
croies of customs duty and Rs. 8 ctores of excise duty. 

152. On a review of the excise duty structure for the 
match industry, 1 feel there is need for revising the duly 
rates for the difl’crent sectors of the industry. Curiently, 
excise duty is being levied on the iiwchaniscd, semi-mccha- 
nised, non-Mechanised and cottage sectors of the industry at 
Rs. 5.85, R.s. 4.15, Rs. 3.50 and Rs. 1.60 per gross of boxes 
respectively, I propose to bring down the aforementioned 
uiles to Rs. 4,50, Rs. 3.00, Rs. 2.50 and Rs. 1.10 per gioss 
Simultaneously, I propose to increase the cxci'c duty on 
pola.sslum chlorate, nn essential raw material for the manii- 
fncfLire of matches, from 15% ad valorem which works out 
to loughlv Rs. 2 per kilogr.nm to Rs 5 per kilogram. The 
duty rates will be converted into metric system and specified 
as applicable to 100 boxes with clFect from the 1st June, 
1989. These proposals involve a revenue sacrifice of Rs. 
11 Cl ores excise duties. 

153. In view of the shortage of cotton due to drought. 
IS part of the Budget proposals last year, a concessional 
luty of Rs. 5.22 per kg. was prescribed on viscose staple 
nine for blending with cotton, However, with the increased 
ivailabilily of cotton this year, there is no further necessity 
o continue the concession. T propose to withdraw' the con- 
cssiona) rate and fix a uniform rate of Rs. 8.35 per kg. on 
'iscosc staple fibre, The revenue gain from this measure 
sill be of the order of Rs. 14 crores. 

154. I propose to exempt raw wool to he imported hy 
...hadi and Village Tndiistrles Commission and State Khadi 
nd Village Industries Boards from the whole of the duty. 


160. As a step towoids energy conservation, I piopose to 
reduce the excise duty on high picssiiic sodium vapour lamps 
from 15 per cent to 10 per cent. Simultaneously, I propose to 
prescribe n concessional import duty of 50 per cent op four 
specified inputs tor the manufacture of such lamps, These 
measuies nie estimated lo result in revenue los.s of Rs, 2.5 
croies in excise revenue and Rs. 5 crores in customs revenue. 

161. There hove been repiesentations that the film industiy 
has been adversely hit by video piracy. I accordingly propose 
lo restructure Ihe excise duty rates on feature films. As per 
Ihe levised proposal, the first 30 prints of each feature film 
would be eligible for complete exemption from excise duty 
as against the first 12 prints at present. The lalcs of duty on 
subsequent prints are being reduced. 

162. Some of the organisations engaged in the lehabilila- 
lioii of physically or mentally handicapped persons undertaTe 
mamifacturing activity for pioviding employment lo such 
pci sons. Presently, such organisations me eligible for excise 
duty exemption only to the extent available for specified goods 
manufaclurcd in the small sector, 1 propose to fully exempt 
such goods produced by thc.se organisations. 

163. In order to promote safety in chemical industiy and 
eiivironmenlul control. I propose to extend concessional im- 
poit duty of 40 per cent on 25 specified equipments such ns 
monitoring instruments for toxic and hazardous, chemicals or 
giwcs special incinerating systems etc. 

164. Puraxylene is an impoitant law niatciial used in the 
manufacture of DMT and PTA which in turn arc used by the 
polyester industry. Keeping in view the lecent trends in the 
international price of para.xylcnc, 1 propose to reduce the 
import duty on paiaxylcne from 120 per cent to 90 per cent. 

165. There arc a tew rationalisation and anti-evasion nieu- 
suics lelating to cu.stoms and excise duties. 

166. Presently, pelro-chemic.nl factories are eligible for cer¬ 
tain concessions including concessional excise duty on naphtha 
when they are declared as refineries. The present scheme 
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Ims been revicwcU and 1 prupo'ie to make avaHablc (br, coii- 
Lcssi^lu^ with ccitajn nKidifieutionv, without linkiilB the ton- 
uessioiis to the dechiiation of u factory as a rcfinciy. Simul¬ 
taneously, I propose to raise the concessional rate of duty 
on raw naphtha from Rs. 30 to Rs. <io per kl. The orders 
deelarina certain factories as refineries ,tre being rescinded 

167. Small scale units are ollowed complete exemption from 
excise duly iipto a value of Rs. 30 lakhs in case they manu¬ 
facture goods falling under more than one heading of the 
rcnlinl Excise Tariff. 1 propose to lestiucturc the scheme 
so that the exemption uplo Rs. 30 lakhs is available only if 
the goods falling under more than one Chapter of the Cen¬ 
tral Excise Tariff ore manufactured. 

168. The details of the revenue implications of the mea- 
stire.s announced are given in the Explanatory Memorandum 
to the Finance Bill. 

169. Provision is being made in the Finance Bill for con¬ 
tinuance of auxiliary duty of customs and special excise duty 
at the existing rates. 

170. Apart from the above proposals, I hove proposed cer¬ 
tain amendments in the Finance Bill seeking to effect changes 
in the excise and cu.stoms tariffs. These amendments are 
merely enabling provisions ond have no revenue significance. 
Besides, there are proposals for amendment of .some of the 
existing notifications. In order to save the time of the House. 
T do not propose to recount them. 

171. In the aggregate, the proposals in regard to changes 
in the customs and exci.se duties outlined above tire likely to 
yield additional revenue of Rs. 863.20 crorcs from excise 
duties and Rs. 117,06 crores from customs duties. The con¬ 
cessions and reliefs announced aggregate to Rs, 237,12 cro¬ 
res on the custom.s side and Rs. 71.02 crores on the excise 
side. The net additional revenue from excise duties would 
thus be Rs. 792.18 crores. On the customs side, there Is a 
net revenue loss of Rs. 120.06 crores. Besides, the clianges 
in the Foreign Travel Tax and the levy of Inland Travel Tax 
would yield an additional revenue of Rs. 85 crorcs. Thus, 
out of the total net additional yield of Rs. 757.12 crores from 
indirect taxes, the Centre’s share would be Rs. 373.13 crores 
and that of Slates Rs, 383.99 crores. 


172. ’I he Medicinal and Toilet Pieparations Act is an 
cuJclnienl under .-krticle 268 of the Constitution in terms of 
which duties are levied by the Union but collected and app- 
lopiiated by the Slates. There has been no change in the 
rales of duties leviable on medicinal and toiler pieparations 
containing alcohol, narcotics and narcotic ding'- since 1982. 
Theie have been requests from the Suite Governments that 
the rales should he reviewed and revised suitably. While 1 
do not propose to make any changes in the ud valorem rates, 
do not propose to make any changes in the ad \alorem intes, 
of the existing itiles. The details of the changes made in the 
Schedule are given in the Explanatory Memorandum to fhe 
Finance Bill. 

173. Copies of notifications giving effeci to the changes in 
customs nnd excise effective from Isl M.arch, 1989 will he 
laid on the Table of the Hoii.se in due course. 

174. The modifications proposed by me In direct and In¬ 
direct taxes are expected to yield Rs. 903 croies to the Cen¬ 
tre. Taking this Into account the year nnd deficit for the 
next year is estimated at Rs. 7337 crores. 

175. Sir, the pioposaks I have just presented mark, in their 
totality, a qualitatively new stage in our continuing quest for 
social justice. The new employment programme, which will 
expand over lime, is the people’s own weapon in their strug¬ 
gle lo usher in a society liberated from the .shackles of po¬ 
verty. The budget proposals also lellect Government’s .strong 
commitment to self-reliance. We are determined lo vigorously 
implement strategies for expoit promotion, for modernisation 
of Indian industry and for effleieni import subslilution, Within 
these basic policy parameters, every effort will be made to 
contain imports to reasonable levels, The journey along the 
Idalh of development is hard and long. It involves sacrifices. 
'The question is w'ho will make such sacrifices for future growth 
and prosperity, The answer of these budget proposals is 
clear and categorical, It is the relatively affluent who will 
have to share a larger burden so that the weaker and vulner¬ 
able sections of society may share in the fruits of grow'lh. 

176. I commend the Budget to Ihe House,
